BEWARE THE WATER THIEVES 

Someday, scientists say, the South will come to take our water

esse Schomberg remembers tbe 
conversations. 

They took place at an academic 
forum in St. Louis. As a staffer 
at Minnesota Sea Grant, a science program 
in Dulutb that advocates for “Lake Superior 
and inland lakes,” Scbomberg paid close 
mind to bis peers’ vexation over fresb water. 

“Wbat my colleagues were saying was 
it’s a buge issue,” says Scbomberg. “Cali¬ 
fornia bad a drought for many, many years. 
I don’t tbink anybody really believes it’s 
solved because they bad one wet winter. 
In Florida, [there are] saltwater intrusions 
encroaching on where their [drinkingwater] 
wells used to be dug because sea levels are 
rising. Where there used to be fresh water, 
they’re now pulling up salt water. 

“And it’s getting worse. It’s very clearly 
getting worse. We don’t hear about these 
kind of water issues here in Minnesota.” 

Perhaps it’s only a matter of time before 
we do. 


Jay Farmigletti thinks so. He’s a hydrolo¬ 
gist and the chief water scientist at NASA’s 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory in California. In 
an interview with ideastream.org earlier 


this month, Farmigletti warned the day 
is coming when parched sections of the 
U.S. will look to piping in water from the 
Great Lakes. 


‘Tou might imagine that there’s a giant 
bullseye that can be seen from space that’s 
sitting above the Great Lakes, meaning: 
It’s a target area in a sense for the rest of 
the country,” he said. “Because there’s so 
much fresh water, you can imagine that 
50 years from now there might actually 
be a pipeline that brings water from the 
Great Lakes to Phoenix. I think that’s part 
of our future.” 

Lake Superior, the largest lake in the 
world, contains an eighth of the world’s 
fresh water. Residents of Duluth and many 
North Shore communities rely on it for their 
water needs. But population and demand 
on fresh water are increasing while sup¬ 
ply remains constant. As a result, many 
regions are starting to feel the pressure. 
A recent government report found that 
40 of 50 states expect water shortages in 
some portion in the next 10 years. 

According to Farmigletti, it’s getting 
critical. 

“We do have water in some places — 
the northern half of the country has a lot 
more water than the southern half — and 
so as the population grows, and as climate 
continues to change, we probably will have 
to move water from where it is to where 
it is not.” -CORY zurowski

Straight Mans World 

In Eagan, the mysterious demotion of a gay firefighter 


D an Benson can’t recall what 
caught his attention about a 
personal ad he saw in the Twin 
Cities Reader in late 1988. What 
he remembers isn’t romantic at all. 

Benson, then 24, had moved back in 
with his parents in Stillwater, and was in 
bed with the shingles. At first, he avoided 
meeting the man who’d placed the ad, 
instead spending hours talking to him 
on the phone. 

He would eventually move into his new 
boyfriend’s Burnsville condo. Later, they 
bought their first house together. 

By the late 1990s, Benson had spent a 
decade and a half at an unfulfilling desk 
job at the University of Minnesota. He saw 
a poster recruiting firefighters in Eagan, 
where he and his partner had settled. 

Though they’re called “volunteers,” 
Eagan’s department is a “paid on-call” 
force. Most members work other jobs, and 
are only paid when they train or respond 
to a call. 

Benson thrived and was promoted 
through the ranks, eventually becoming 
a battalion chief, supervising emergency 
scenes. If he was first to arrive, he did 
CPR. He’s not bragging when he says 
a few people are still walking around 
Eagan because of him. That’s just his 
job. Or it was. 

Last October, Chief Mike Scott informed 
officers they would all have to reapply for 
their jobs. Benson says the chief explained 
this was merely a way to make sure every¬ 
one was in the job they wanted. 

At the meeting, the chief asked fire¬ 
fighters to answer a few questions of the 
personal, get-to -know-your- co -workers 
variety. Benson jotted some notes, writing 


that he sells “music collectibles,” “used 
to work at First Avenue,” and he “always 
wanted to be a [firefighter] since [he] saw 
a neighbor’s house burn down in 1969.” 

He also mentioned that he’s married to 
a guy named Greg, that they’re dads to a 
14-year-old boy, and have hosted exchange 
students who they “consider sons.” 

Benson’s closest friends in the depart¬ 
ment knew he was gay. Others might’ve 
figured it out over the years. But this was

the first time he’d explicitly outed himself 
A few days after Thanksgiving, Scott 
called Benson into his office. The chief 
ran down a list of issues with Benson’s 
performance. The letter explained that 
Benson’s reapplication was denied, and 
that he could be rehired as a “firefighter” 
— entry-level and four ranks lower than 
battalion chief, and without the $8,000 
annual stipend that comes with that rank. 

Benson disputed Scott’s reasons for 
demoting him, which didn’t include any¬ 
thing about fighting flames. Benson used 
a personal cell phone for “department 
business,” read one accusation. Another 
said he’d posted video of a fire to You¬ 
tube. (Benson explained the video was 
uploaded under a private, invitation-only 


setting, which he’d done at the request of 
Burnsville’s fire chief.) 

In person, and then in his own letter, 
Benson argued he’d never been docked for 
performance or attendance. “I responded 
to more calls than any other chief,” he 
wrote in a letter to city officials. “I saved 
some lives and I put out some fires.” 

Earlier this month, his attorneys served 
Eagan with a civil complaint, alleging their 
client had been discriminated against for 
his sexual orientation, and for not con¬ 
forming to “Scott’s expectations” that his 
firefighters “must be 'manly’ men who 
are attracted to and date only women.” 

Benson suggests Scott is not himself 
a bigot, and might have been acting to 
keep peace with other, less open-minded 
firefighters. 

Scott declined to answer questions, but 
offered a statement: In light of a reorga¬ 
nizing of the “number and location” of 
its firehouses, the department decided an 
“elimination of some of the prior appointed 
leadership positions” was in order. 

That version conflicts with Benson’s 
lawsuit, which contends he was the 
only person demoted or even forced to 
re-interview, and that his battalion chief 
job was given to a straight man. 

The Eagan Fire Department has been 
facing a crisis for several years running 
now, one that Scott has spoken of often: 
It can’t retain people. As one of the last 
big departments depending on on-call 
volunteers, Eagan’s stream of able bod¬ 
ies has died down to a flicker. Last year, 
it had 87 volunteers, about 60 percent of 
the number on call in 2010. 

Given the situation, you’d think Scott 
would hold on for dear life to someone

like Dan Benson, who wrote to city 
officials that he’d “arranged [his] life 
around the department.” Benson was 
approaching the 20-year mark, at which 
point his retirement plan would be 100 
percent vested. 

If Benson quits before reaching 20 
years, he estimates he’d leave $50,000 
in pension funds on the table. 

The Sunday before last, even with his 
legal claim pending, Benson answered 
his first call back on the job, this time as a 
rookie working alongside — and beneath 
— firefighters he’d hired over the years. 

“I got a lot of hugs when I got back, 
people were glad to see me,” he says. 
“There’s people I love on that depart¬ 
ment. They’re my brothers and sisters.” 

He says he doesn’t want to do an54hing 
to hurt them, and that his fight with the 
city is about bigger things. 

“I was kind of like. Tuck it,’ when it first 
happened,” he says. “But talking to friends, 
it’s just like you can’t let that happen. And 
with a lot of gay friends, they’re like. You 
can’t let that happen to us.’ And I agreed 
with that. It’s not right.” 03

Injusticefor Al 

AL DITTY DEDICATED HIS LIFE TO A CITY THAT ONE DAY WOULD TAKE IT AWAY

D orleen Ditty was marinating in 
a Newlywed Game marathon 
when she heard Al’s feet on the 
stairs. The 79-year-old knew why 
her bachelor son, with whom 
she shared her Brooklyn Cen¬ 
ter house, was disappearing into the basement 
again. Maternal worry dictated she ask an 5 rway. 

“So I can sleep. I sleep good down there,” said 
54-year-old Al Ditty just before noon. 

He’d slept for an hour that night, if at all. The 
last time he ate a regular meal, God only knew. 

This unsettled life had been Al’s lot going on 
three months now. It began when his bosses at 
the Minneapolis Public Works Department sus¬ 


pended him and refused to tell him why. 

Al’s insomnia meant seesawing between bed¬ 
rooms. He’d start upstairs in the room with the 
framed Homer Hankie and the Jesse Ventura 
bobblehead. When his frustration got too thick, 
Al headed for the mattress in the basement. Foiled 
again, he’d hike back upstairs. So the cycle churned. 

He needed rest. He wanted peace. He’d been 
denied both. His malfunctioning had grown more 
pronounced in the past week, ever since the city 
fired Al after 32 years on the job. 

Dorleen recused herself from another rerun 
of her game show. She walked down the hall to 
her bedroom, where she used her cane to rap 
on the floor. 


“Al? Al? Are you okay?” 

She worried about the welfare of her boy, with 
his pudgy six-foot frame and a quick-draw smile 
that in a span of 10 weeks had become a concave 
shell below PTSD eyes. 

Fetching the laundry from the dryer provided 
Dorleen an excuse. 

She pressed an ear against the basement bed¬ 
room door. 

“Al? Are you okay?” 

No answer. 

She bought time emptying the dryer. Then she 
gently turned the knob, nudging open the door. 
The bed was empty. Al’s feet were sticking out 
from the closet.

They call me 
the working man 


S uburban dreams carried Jim and 
Dorleen Ditty from northeast Min¬ 
neapolis to Brooklyn Center. Jim was 
a union pipefitter, Dorleen a stay-at-home 
mom. They moved into their new home on 
Logan Avenue with two young daughters, 
Sheila and Debbie. Gender equity would 
arrive with the births of sons Allan and 
Richard. 

In the 1960s, Brooklyn Center resembled 
present-day Ramsey. It was prime terrain 
for making forts and riding dirt bikes, which 
helped frame Al into a lumberjack of ayoung 
man who always seemed to roll with what¬ 
ever, his wants amounting to KISS tickets 
and a Vikings Super Bowl win. 

He’d inherit ablue-coUar work ethic. After 
graduating from Anoka High, he worked as 
a laborer for a sign company, swiftly rising 
to foreman and overseeing 25 employees. 

It was a decent job. But Al fancied a 
profession. 

A hit-and-run accident in 1985 claimed 
sister Debbie. The 25-year-old single mom 
left behind a daughter, whom Dorleen, by 
then a divorcee, would adopt. Debbie’s pre¬ 
mature goodbye would teach Al that you 
can’t wait around for life to happen. 


Sister Sheila (left) and mom Dorleen 
Ditty visit Al’s grave a year after the 
memorial service when hundreds 
of shocked mourners came to pay 
their respects, including many 
city of Minneapolis workers. 


Al was his niece’s father figure, homework 
consultant, field trip chaperone, snack fixer, 
and suppertime cook. He relished the role. 

‘When I went through a divorce... he’s 
whom I turned to,” sister Sheila says. ‘After 
the split... Al was my on-call hand 5 mian. 
He was there when my son would have to 
write reports or interview somebody for 
school. He was there on the sidelines for 
his Orono High School soccer games and 
tennis matches.” 

Al applied to be a sanitation worker for 
the city of Minneapolis. Legions of others 
pined for the same gig. A lottery decided 
which names advanced to the next step in 
the hiring process. Al scored. He started as 
a garbage man in 1986. 

“He was all smiling and so excited,” says 
Sheila. “By working for the city, he talked 
about how he would earn a good living, a 
pension. How he was looking forward to 
the future. How he was going to be able to 
have a career.” 

Commendations came regularly, official 
and otherwise. He was recognized for excel¬ 


lence in 1994. A decade later, a representa¬ 
tive from a 60-unit townhouse complex in 
Marcy Holmes wrote then-Minneapolis 
City Council Member Diane Hofstede to 
specifically call out Al for going out of his 
way to visit with the condo association and 
provide “answers to all our questions” con¬ 
cerning “garbage and recycling bins.” 

He called in sick just four days over three 
decades, and served as the president of his 
laborers union local. In 2015, he was pro¬ 
moted to foreman. 

According to three fellow employees, 
who spoke on the condition of anon 5 miity 
for fear of talking to a reporter without city 
approval, Al’s gentleness filtered into his 
professional life. 

“Al cared about us people. He cared about 
us workers,” says one. “He loved the city 
he worked for. He loved the people he 
worked with, and he always looked out 
for our safety.” 

No way out 

S eptember 2015 brought reasons for 
celebration. First came Al’s 32nd 
anniversary with the city. Two days 
later, he turned 54 years old, meaning he 
was a year removed from early retirement 
eligibility. 

‘He’d mentioned movingto Las Vegas, liv¬ 
ing in one of those age-55 and older places,” 
says Dorleen. “But I never thought he was 
serious about it. Work was everything to 
Al. When he wasn’t working, he went up 
north to the cabins of co-workers and to 
sporting events” with Dave Herberholz, 
Minneapolis’ director of Solid Waste and 
Recycling. 

He read the Bible daily. 

On November 15, two Minneapolis police 
officers shot and killed Jamar Clark. Turmoil 
invaded the city. 

Protesters squatted outside the Minne¬ 
apolis Police Fourth Precinct on Plymouth 


Unbeknownst to Al, 
forces inside city 
government were 
conspiring to uncloak 
him. What had started 
as a few pissed-off cops 
had gained traction 
behind closed doors. 


Avenue North. Molotov cocktails and rocks 
were hurled at officers. A dozen people 
appeared at the front door of Mayor Betsy 
Hodges’ home, demanding she release video 
footage that might show whether Clark was 
handcuffed when he was shot. 

City Hall was a house divided. Some

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council members, like Cam Gordon and 
Lisa Bender, joined protesters. Blong Yang 
and council president Barb Johnson lob¬ 
bied on behalf of neighborhood residents 
for an end to the demonstration. 

Hodges navigated the crisis as an island, 
in frequent contact with Justice Depart¬ 
ment officials in Washington, D.C., seeking 
direction. 

A lack of communication would eventu¬ 
ally be flagged in a Department of Justice 
report. Hodges’ methods, the feds noted, 
‘‘likely contributed to... poor communication 
and inconsistent, uncoordinated leadership.” 

These issues would trickle down to sani¬ 
tation workers. 

In the wake of the demonstration, higher- 
ups were determined not to allow a long¬ 
term encampment, like those occurring 
during the Occupy protests a few years 
earlier. City workers began hearing rum¬ 
blings about dismantling the camp. 

The way garbage workers understood 
the whispers, the raid would occur in the 
early morning. Protestors would be given 
warning to pack up and leave. Officers in 
riot gear would clear out the area as fire¬ 
fighters extinguished fires and sanitation 
staff tossed everything else into a garbage 
truck. The whole operation would be over 
in 20 minutes. 

But garbage workers hadn’t been trained 
to enter hostile situations. 


“We’d done cleanup after the I-35W 
Mississippi River bridge collapse in the 
Marcy-Holmes neighborhood in 2007 and 
the North Side tornado in 2011,” Al would 
write weeks later. But “our guys have never 
had training dealing with working in riots 
where I felt they could get hurt.” 

Safety wasn’t the only worry. 

“Al was concerned about us because half 
of us live up there in north Minneapolis, and 
they know all those people, and it would 
have been an all-out war if they’d gone in 
there,” says one employee. “This was safety 
and them being neighbors. It was a real 
touchy situation at the time. A lot of anger, 
a lot of tempers up.” 

Al’s notes from that week show he men¬ 
tioned workers’ concerns to Herberholz, 
his immediate boss. According to Dorleen, 
Al didn’t want any sanitation workers to 
participate in the cleanup. 

“But he told me Dave was telling him 
they didn’t have a choice,” she says. 

When he left work Friday afternoon, 
Al didn’t know if a weekend raid was a go. 
He’d soon find out. 

A simple plan 

A ccordingto city documents, the oper¬ 
ation would involve three depart¬ 
ments: fire, police, and public works. 
“The cops were going to protect all the 


firefighters and everything like that,” says a 
source inside city government with direct 
knowledge of the ops plan. “The/d put out 
the fires that were burning, and the Public 
Works people would come in.... Everyone 
was reassured the cops were there to pro¬ 
tect the firefighting people and the public 
works people.” 

But those assurances didn’t reach the 
sanitation department. Al believed that he, 
along with laborers Jay Lutz and Mitch 
Swanson, were being ordered into a danger 
zone armed with plastic bags. 

Late at night on November 20, Al surfed 
the internet. He watched a YouTube video 
showing two masked men brandishing 
handguns, supposedly headed for the 
encampment. The men would later be 
identified as white supremacists head¬ 
ing to confront protesters. 

In Al’s mind, the stage was being set for 
violence. Believing that he had nowhere 
else to turn, he decided to summon outside 
help. At 9:59 p.m., he emailed KARE-11 TV. 

“Black lives matter tip,” read the subject 
line. Included in the message was a copy 
of the police department’s plan. “This is 
going down Saturday and Sunday morn¬ 
ing,” he wrote. 

Al would later explain his motive: “I feared 
for the health and safety of subordinate 
employees who were being sent into an 
unsafe work environment without adequate 


protection.... I felt if media cameras were 
present and filming, protesters would not 
be violent toward employees.” 

By midnight, police officials inside the 
Emergency Training Operations Facility 
on 37th Avenue Northeast were reading 
his email. Someone at RARE had sent it 
to police spokesperson Scott Seroka, a for¬ 
mer reporter at the station. It included the 
tipster’s AOL address. 

(RARE President John Remes would 
only say that the station is still “investigating 
what may have happened with this story”) 

Some cops were infuriated by the leak. 
After being informed of RARE’s email. Chief 
Janee Harteau called off the raid, says a 
source with knowledge of the events inside 
the ops building. 

Sometime during the night, Al received 
an email sa 5 dng the raid was aborted. 

“RE: Street Cleanup Strike Team,” read 
the subject line. 

“For many reasons,” the email said, “this 
has been CANCELLED.” 

Two or more other raids were also 
planned and scotched, say city council mem¬ 
bers, one after another supposed leak from 
a mayor’s aide. (Hodges’ spokesman, Eric 
Fought, declined comment for this story.) 

The missed opportunity didn’t sit well 
with some inside City Hall, people with 
the power to make certain a tipster was 
going to pay.

Al “was a nervous wreck for weeks and 
over Christmas,” says Dorleen. “He was 
always worrying with it in the back of his 
mind. But once it got into the new year, I 
think he felt all of it was behind him and 
he could move on with life.” 

Unbeknownst to Al, forces inside city 
government were conspiringto uncloak him. 
What had started as a few pissed-off cops 
had gained traction behind closed doors. 

Down and out 
in Brooklyn Center 

O n January22,2016, Dorleen saw Al 
pull into the driveway, wondering 
what he was doing home in the 
early afternoon. 

“I had to turn in my keys and my cell 
phone and they made me go home,” she 
recounts his words. “I’m under investiga¬ 
tion, and I’ve been suspended from my job. 
I have no clue why. They won’t tell me.” 

According to a letter dated that day. 
Deputy Director of Public Works Lisa 
Cerney had placed Al on “paid investiga¬ 
tory leave,” the duration “undetermined.” 

When Sheila visited his Brooklyn Center 
home, she found her brother “in a daze.” 

Al didn’t know what to do with himself 
His co-workers were his social circle. Why 
hasn’t Herberholz called to see if I’m all 
right? he wondered. Why hasn’t anyone 
from Public Works called? 

He wouldn’t fare any better as the days 
passed. Family members knew things were 
bad when he stopped watching sports. 
He wasn’t eating, not even French silk 
pie from Baker’s Square, his favorite. A 
doctor would finger anxiety as the culprit 
behind his raging insomnia. He’d pass 
the days reading his Bible, pacing, and 
visiting Menard’s, where he’d roam the 
aisles for hours. 

City investigators asked about the email 
to RARE. He readily admitted to sending 
it, saying he feared for the safety of his 
workers. 

“I sat in his bedroom with him, and said

you’re going to get your job back,” Sheila 
says. “All he could think about is he didn’t 
want to start over. He didn’t think at his 
age he could.” 

Though vested in his pension, Al 
remained three years shy of the Rule of 
90, which said a worker’s age, added with 
years of service, must equal 90 years in order 
to collect a pension without penalty. That 
hit, along with taxes, would have whittled 
his monthly benefit by half, down to around 
$700, he calculated. 

The weeks dragged, becoming months. 
Communications with the city came through 
his lawyer, Laura Spartz, who was angling to 
set up a meeting with various city officials. 
The meetings never happened, according 
to email chains between Spartz and Al. 
Despite Spartz’s assurances he might be 
rehired in a demoted role through arbitra¬ 
tion, Al’s struggles amplified. 

“I’m going nuts.... I... am full of anger 
and depressed,” read a February email. 
“They all want to know why I’m not at 
work so this better get done this week. 
It’s ridiculous.... I feel like I’m in prison.” 

Eight days later, he’d write Spartz, “I’m 
losing my mind.... Either get me back to 
work or they can fire me.” 

Al would soon get his answer. 

The scapegoat 

A ccording to city rules, discipline 
“will normally be administered 
progressively.” It can range from 
verbal warnings to termination. 

Minneapolis spokesperson Casper 
Hill says the only prior instance of a city 
employee being cited for improper com¬ 
munication with the media happened in 
2013. Sgt. Marvin Schumer was given a 
letter of reprimand. 
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Al’s case would not receive the same kind 
of treatment. 

On March 4,2016, Al was at last called 
to a meeting with the city. He was fired. 

According to the termination letter signed 
by Cerney and Steve Kotke, then head of 
Public Works, AVs leak had “jeopardized 
public safety and the safety of city employees, 
as well as caused adverse financial impact.” 

It also claimed that he had never discussed 
his concerns with superiors, and that his 
email “violated the ethical aspirations” of 
the city’s employee code. 

“He was devastated,” says Sheila. “He 
couldn’t believe it. They basically flat-out 
called him a liar.” 

Spartz recommended he look for a job 
while considering his next move, which 
included “appealing your termination.” 

Sheila made plans to come by the house 
over the weekend. They would map out a 
plan in which Al would write a letter to 
OSHA, sa 5 dnghow sanitation workers had 
been ordered into a situation for which they 
weren’t trained. They’d also start lookingfor 
a new lawyer because “we weren’t happy 
with the job Laura had been doing,” says 
Sheila. “She wasn’tupholdingher end of the 
bargain. She’d say she’d do A, B, and C and 
she wouldn’t. She didn’t have my brother’s 
best interest at heart. I truly believe that.” 

(Spartz declined comment for this story. 
Kotke, Herberholz, and Cerney directed 
interview requests to spokesperson Hill. 
The city “is unable to respond” to specific 
questions regarding Al Ditty, he says, citing 
“classified private personnel data.” Likewise, 
police spokesperson Sgt. Catherine Michal 
declined comment, citing confidentiality 
rules.) 

But three of Al’s co-workers are unani¬ 
mous in their judgment. 

‘We all think that Al got screwed over,” 
says one. “They isolated the man.... He felt 
the city had really abandoned him and given 
him a bad deal. 

“Al was a blue-collar guy, a working guy. 
If he knew something he would tell you. 
He wouldn’t play no games with you. He 
was only looking out for his employees. 
Somebody had to be the scapegoat, so it 
had to be Al Ditty. They took everything 
away from him.” 

In the meantime, Al was spiraling into 
despair. Dorleen and Sheila had no idea 
how deep or how fast. 

Unforgiven 

T he sight of Al’s feet sticking out 
from the closet confused Dorleen 
at first. Panic sent her up the stairs 
to find her cell phone. She called Sheila and 
youngest son Ricky before hitting “9-I-I.” 

Ricky arrived before paramedics. Al 
had hanged himself and wasn’t breath¬ 
ing. Ricky performed CPR. It didn’t work. 
Al was dead. 

Some 350 people, many of them city 
workers, started a week in late March by 


driving to Glen Haven Chapel in Crystal. 
A truck with the City of Lakes’ script and 
sailboat logo was commandeered for the 
memorial. Most in attendance had no idea 
of Al’s private battle until news of his death 
broke. 

Strangers and some with familiar¬ 
sounding names volunteered their help 
to the family. 

“Mom was told, I was told by all these 
people how they thought what happened 
to Al was wrong,” Sheila says. “They said 
they’d help our family in anyway they could. 
I understand now how scared they must be. 
If this could happen to Al, it could happen 
to any of them.” 


Spartz signed an agreement on behalf 
of Al’s estate last summer with Human 
Resources Director Tim Giles. Accord¬ 
ing to Sheila, the family never agreed to 
this. Regardless, it greased the wheels for 
Dorleen’s modest beneficiary payout. It 
also meant “the merits” of Al’s termina¬ 
tion would “remain unresolved with no 
admission by either party.” 

The deal would freeze Al’s termination 
in a permanent state of appeal. Hence, his 
personnel file is sealed. 

This was for the best, Spartz explained 
to Dorleen in a letter. If Al’s termination 
wasn’t appealed, she wrote, his case would 
be closed, meaningit would become “public 


data. That means journalists or other inter¬ 
ested parties could request the information 
and have it made available to them.... Once 
we get to mediation, the file will be secret.” 

The move, she told Al’s mom, will protect 
“your privacy.” 

The autopsy report was less cryptic. Sui¬ 
cide, read the medical examiner’s cause 
of death. 

“My brother really died of a broken 
heart,” Sheila says. 

Weeks after the service, she and Dorleen 
uncovered, among Al’s papers, a hand- 
scribbled note. 

“Forgive me for my sin,” he’d written. 
“Let them forgive me too.” 03

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SAY HELLO TO HY-VEE 

Exploring Minnesota’s newest cult favorite grocery chain

H OW often have you wished you 
could mash up the best parts of 
your local grocery stores and 
leave the not-so-nice parts in 

the dust? 

Whole Foods is shiny and healthy but 
each time you go, your receipt backs up 
the store's ‘Whole Paycheck” sobriquet. 

You like Cub for the prices, but shopping 
in a room the size of a Home Depot can 
leave you cold. 

The co-op is great for veg and organic 
meat, but sometimes you just need some¬ 
thing simple, and they don’t carry your 
brand of potato chips. 

A grocery store chain new to the Twin 
Cities may hold the key for you. 

Hy-Vee is an employee-owned chain that 
aims to get you anything (well, almost any¬ 
thing) you want out of a grocery store, but 
for about 20 percent less than you would 
pay at a higher-end outfit. No more running 


to one store for the inexpensive stuff, the 
other for the organic stuff, and the other 
for that hard-to-find brand of tahini. 

The first Hy-Vee store was founded in 
1930 in Beaconsfield, Iowa, and became 
employee-owned, with aprofit-sharingplan 
and company stock for eligible employees, 
in 1960. Since its inception, the chain has 
grown to more than 240 supermarkets 
throughout the Midwest. The first store 
in the Twin Cities region opened in Oakdale 
in late 2015 and ever since, I’ve been hear¬ 
ing this refrain: ‘T love Hy-Vee!” 

Indeed, the store has garnered something 
of a cult following. As the Twin Cities is 
poised to become its largest market, we 
went in for a closer look. 

The first thingyou may notice is that Hy- 
Vee has a restaurant, the Hy-Vee Market 
Grille. The grocery-store restaurant was once 
the exclusive domain of high-end stores like 
Byerlys, and even then, there was no alcohol. 
But at Hy-Vee Market Grille, you’ll dine on 
the full gamut of casual American favorites 


(from Cobb salad to sushi to pizza) plus a 
glass of beer or wine if you please. Kids eat 
free on Tuesdays. The casual, affordable 
cafe is one way the grocery store seems 
to be asking and answering what’s miss¬ 
ing from grocery shopping. Judging by the 
many gentlemen bellied up to the bar on a 
recent Saturday afternoon at the Oakdale 
location, the answer is beer. 

After deciding whether you’d like a fine 
beverage before grabbingyour cart (there’s 
also a quick-service coffee counter if you’d 
rather fuel your experience with caffeine), 
you begin your shopping at Hy-Vee in the 
typical manner — in the produce section. 

But at the periphery of that produce 
section, sushi, Chinese takeout, and fresh 
pasta counters also compete for your atten¬ 
tion. Sushi proved to be fresh-smelling and 
-tasting, avoiding any off-aroma reminiscent 
of the seal exhibit at Como Zoo. 

Fresh linguine cooked up at home nicely 
al dente, and the counterperson pointed to 
the fully in-view pasta machine for proof

that it’s made on-site. We managed to bypass 
the Chinese family meals, but a dinner with 
four pints each of entree, two pints of rice, 
eight appetizer servings, and four fortune 
cookies goes for $30. 

Back at the produce section, a pound of 
green beans landed in the cart for $1.99, and 
a pound of yellow potatoes for $1.28. The 
Oakdale Hy-Vee store stocked 125 organic 
produce items and 35 local ones in their 
first season. 

Next: a cheese department to rival the 
one at your high-end grocer, where a 
cheesemonger knows the nuances of her 
Dutch goudas, and a separate charcuterie 
counter where asalumiere (yes, they have a 
salumiere) can guide you on the subtleties 
of Prosciutto di Parma, Prosciutto di San 
Daniele, and Prosciutto Toscano. Hy-Vee

is currently selling Jambon de Bayonne, a 
French cured ham unavailable stateside 
until very recently. 

Fancy ham not your jam? Push on, Hy- 
Vee shopper. TheyVe got Hormel 81 Clas¬ 
sic Boneless, too, and a dozen other labels, 
including their own proprietary brand. 

The bakery department is comprehensive. 
Loaves of bread in any variety from whole 
grain to cheesy jalapeno are also available 
by the half loaf, and can be sliced in cus¬ 
tomizable widths. Unicorn cakes and one 
with a puppy dog on its haunches await 
graduation-season frenzy, and monster 
cookies the size of your face await whatever 
occasion those do. Also find bread bowls 
for soup. Cheesecake Factory desserts by 
the slice, and waffle cone bowls, because 
don’t you need those? 

Scan the meat and seafood counter 
for substantial, red rib-eye steaks, live 
lobsters in the tank, king crab legs, sides 
of salmon, cherrystone clams, cod, and 
catfish. Organic and pasture-raised chick¬ 
ens are here, as well as commodity ones 
if you want them. 

By this time, you’ll feel as though you’ve 
been shopping in a store at once luxe yet 
within reach. The floors are not carpeted 
and the fixtures are not more regal than 
those in your own house, but if you need an 
Iberico ham from ahogfinished on acorns, it 
can be yours, along with all of your General 
Mills favorites, on sale at five boxes for $10. 

So far, so good. 

But are these things enough to make Hy- 
Vee the talk of the grocery town? Just wait. 

Round the bend and in the middle of the 
store you’ll find what amounts to a miniatur¬ 
ized imports store, with shelves devoted to 
countries from Germany to Korea. Does it 
replace the need to shop the Asian grocer 
if you’re cooking Vietnamese five nights 
weekly? Probably not. But if you’re trying 
something new out of the cookbook, the/ll 
have you covered here. Find rice bags the 
size of a mattress, and some fancy malted 
vinegar potato chips imported from Britain 


might make it into the cart, too — to heck 
with your normal brand. 

At the far corner of the store, a dairy 
section competes with Walmart for price 
and variety. They must stock a hundred 
brands of yogurt and all the commodity 
cheese, eggs, and milk a large family with 
small children demands. 

Beyond that, browse an entire natural 
foods store within the store, including a frill 
department of gluten-free groceries and a 
separate section of organic meat and dairy. 
Local eggs from St. Croix Valley Community 
Farms are available in the commodity sec¬ 
tion, too. This is not a segregation system; 
Hy-Vee seems to aim for a grocery store 
experience to suit every t 5 ^e of shopper. 

If you’re a big-box person, the entire 
center of the store is there to please you. 
Right next to the pet store is a bulk candy 
section that stocks every flavor of Jelly 
Belly, and the toy section where you can 
pick up a pack of faux soul patches if you 
need them. You need them. Well, I needed 
them. Now I have them. 

The final bill, including five high-end 
cheeses and two imported meats, two fresh 
pastas and ajar of premium marinara, three 
clamshells of sushi, one kombucha, two pro¬ 
duce items, and multiple other items equal¬ 
ing groceries for the week, barely exceeded 
$100. Hy-Vee handily beats competitors, 
price-wise, in all departments including 
soul patches. 

Do you have a whole day to spend at Hy- 
Vee? Then check out the florist, the liquor 
store, the clinic, the pharmacy, the dietitians, 
the culinary classroom (classroom fees are 
returned in store credit after class is taken), 
the dry cleaner, the postal service counter, 
and the mother’s room if you happen to 
need a break. 

Overwhelmed? Get a complimentary 
store tour. 

And last but not least, head back to where 
you began at the Market Grille and join the 
dudes at the bar for a beer. Groceries thusly 
gathered, you’ve earned it. 03

impatience for the next horror.” ‘‘Perfect 
happiness is the privilege of deciding 
when things end.

AN AMAZONIA OF THE MIND 

The Lost City ofZ charts fertile new territory for a master filmmaker

I t’s sometimes said of the current 
age that we’re too old to explore 
Earth and too young to explore space. 
We’ve been to Machu Picchu and the 
moon, but what of those worlds we’ve 
dreamed about but will never know? 

James Gray returns to a time when 
maps still had blank spaces in The Lost 
City ofZ, an account of Percy Fawcett’s 
life based on David Grann’s book about 
the British explorer. This kind of mate¬ 
rial is uncharted territory for the gifted 
writer/director, who takes to it like an 
intrepid captain setting out for the new 
world. 

His days of Anarchy now behind 
him, Charlie Hunnam here represents 
a particularly British form of order in the 
leading role: the soldier-turned-explorer 


circa the early 1900s. Fawcett is tasked 
with traveling from England to Bolivia 
on a mapping mission, a quest he’s aided 
in by a small team of fellow countrymen 
led by Henry Costin (Robert Pattinson, 
bearded and never better), a few locals, 
and his own wherewithal. 

Amazonia may be untouched by the 
king’s majesty, but that’s only more cause 
for the thin red line separating civiliza¬ 
tion and savagery to bring it into the 
20th century. 

No one ever goes downriver in the 
movies without both losing and finding 
some part of himself, and so it is here. 
Fawcett finds something else as well: 
traces of an ancient city among the trees, 
snakes, and piranha. 

Gray’s previous films, like the masterful 
We Own the Night and The Immigrant, 
have all taken place on a much smaller 


scale in New York City. Gray is often 
called a classicist, a label that’s reduc¬ 
tive but also accurate enough. Here, in 
a story that finds its hero traveling back 
and forth between Europe and South 
America, he’s made a film that feels like 
a relic of a bygone era — as well as a 
small treasure. 

Few back in England are convinced 
that Fawcett has found anything at all. 
To believe in this supposed city, which 
he calls Z, is to believe that civilized 
society predates England. This is its own 
kind of blasphemy. 

As with any explorer worth his salt, 
the film’s reach occasionally exceeds its 
grasp. Taking place over decades. The 
Lost City ofZ isn’t a deep dive into any 
one place or time so much as its hero’s 
increasingly obsessed mind. When he 
returns from World War I wounded and

temporarily sightless, Fawcett at first 
seems fine. It’s only when he’s incorrectly 
told that he’ll never be able to return to 
Amazonia that he begins to weep. His 
wife and children, none of whom he’s 
seen in years, are all at his side. 

“Your soul will never be quiet until 
you find this new place,” a mystic had 
said to Fawcett during his last day on 
the front. Was it his family he thought 
of as chlorine gas clouded his airway 
and he lost consciousness? Or was it the 
city he knows in his heart to be waiting 
for him on the other side of the world? 
Darkness has entered his heart, and soon 
he’ll enter it. 03

Penumbra’s first show under Sarah Bellamy is a charmer

W ith Girl Shakes Loose, Penum¬ 
bra Theatre officially enters 
a new era: After a multi-year 
transition, Sarah Bellamy is 
stepping into the role of artistic director as 
her predecessor (and father), Lou Bellamy, 
becomes artistic director emeritus. The 
show that marks the change is Girl Shakes 
Loose, a world premiere from a creative 
team led by women of color. The story 
features a young woman adrift, search¬ 
ing for her anchor. 

Girl Shakes Loose is billed as a musical, but 
with its nearly continuous string of power¬ 
fully performed songs, it might almost be 
called a soul opera. The music is by Imani 
Uzuri, a boundary-breaking composer and 
singer; Zakiyyah Alexander, who has both 
stage and TV credits, wrote the book. Both 
contribute lyrics, incorporating verse by 
revered poet Sonia Sanchez. 

In a program note, Sarah Bellamy writes 
thatthe lead character—an unnamed “Girl,” 
played by Alexis Sims — is “one we rarely 
see in American theater.” That’s certainly 
true, but she starts out in some familiar ter¬ 


ritory: young and restless in New York City. 
She’s an underemployed but “Overqualified 
Black Girl,” as one song puts it. She has just 
fled the Bay Area, bitterly disappointed by 
the demise of her startup business and a 
romantic relationship with Ella (Tatiana 
Williams), recounted in flashback. The 
Girl also dates men, though it’s clear that 
the high-octane charmer Barry (Lamar 
Jefferson) is no potential soulmate. 

Learning that her grandmother has died, 
the Girl heads back to her Georgia home¬ 
town, and it’s here that the show really 
finds its grip. The up-tempo dance numbers 
recede to make way for a series of haunting 
duets, including a pair with the Girl’s old 
flame Eddie (Kory Pullam) and a stirring 
song with her mother (Thomasina Petrus), 
who’s still overcoming her resentment at 
the Girl’s skipping town. The three-act 
musical concludes with the Girl’s return 
to California, where she’s determined to 
make another go of it with Ella. 

Under the direction of May Adrales, the 
nine-member cast easily fills the Penumbra’s 
compact stage — especially once Karen 
L. Charles’ choreography kicks in. Set 
designer Vicki Smith keeps the furnishings

to a minimum. Context and comment are 
provided by Kathy Maxwell’s projections 
on the set’s walls, with panels that rotate to 
reflect geographic transitions. A turntable 
in the stage rotates not for stunts, but to 
reflect the Girl’s unsettled spirit. 

Uzuri’s music ranges widely, and never 
feels bound by convention: Songs go where 
the story needs them to go, rather than 
straining for effect or artificial resolution. 
The Girl is an intensely demanding role 
for Sims, who follows Sanford Moore’s 
hidden band capably from funk to gospel 
to balladry. She glows with both intelli¬ 
gence and sensuality, two qualities that 
are often signaled but rarely embodied in 
musical theater. 

Girl Shakes Loose draws you in, first 
with sheer charm and then with its patient 
exploration of a complex character at a 
pivotal point on her journey. It’s a rare, 
and moving, experience. 03

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IN GOOD SPIRITS 

How songwriter Dustin Tessier remade himself as Timbre Ghost

D ustin Tessier doesn’t want to be 
defined by his recovery. But to 
explain how the Duluth indie 
rocker began his new project, 
Timbre Ghost, requires a dive into the story 
of his addiction. 

Tessier hit rock bottom in 2011, due in 
part to the breakup of his previous band, 
Lazer Forever. The threesome, formed in 
2004, had released two albums but mostly 
toiled in obscurity. For Tessier, who had 
cut his teeth on the same Duluth scene 
that produced Low, Trampled by Turtles, 
and Actual Wolf, the band’s outsider status 
was frustrating. 

“I was still really wantingto do something 
with music but being really disgusted and 
getting really sad,” Tessier says. ‘Tt was 
a whole continuum of negative emotion. 
Why doesn’t anybody care? Am I not good 
enough?’ Just kind ofhatingthe whole thing.” 

Tessier was 13 when he first started meet¬ 
ing other musicians in his hometown of 
Duluth, accumulating skills and writing 
songs. In high school, he played in the band 
the Jiffy Toast Connection and hung out 
at Recycla-Bell, an old telephone build¬ 
ing turned into an all-ages club. “It’s got 
this local folklore surrounding it,” Tessier 
says. “It was a great place to have punk rock 
shows, where all the weirdos from all the 
high schools in town would get together 
and not feel jaded for about three and a 
half hours or so.” 

By the turn of the century, Duluth was 
bustling. Eric Pollard and Dave Simonett 
would soon break into the mainstream, and 
the Homegrown Music Festival was born. 
“It had gone beyond people picking up a 
guitar and learning how to play ‘Smoke on 
the Water’ or a Nirvana song,” Tessier says. 
“People started crafting what they did with 
their instruments, being a little bit more 
mindful, and writing their own songs. It 
was an interesting time when everybody 
was very young and really fresh but all kind 
of centered around the same scene.” 

But Tessier failed to find his niche. In 
2002, he moved down to the Twin Cities 
and would eventually form Lazer Forever 
with fellow songwriter Clint Boylan. After 
six years of pla34ng to little fanfare, though, 
the band members had other goals in mind: 
grad school, a real job, starting a family.

“Our timing got kind of funky in terms 
of maintaining a band schedule,” Boylan 
explains. “I think it ended the best way it 
could have. It was mutual and we all felt 
it was the right time to do that.” 

In the band’s absence, an identity 
crisis arose for Tessier. Music wasn’t 
just a part of his life — it was an all-or- 
nothing proposition. And without Lazer 
Forever, he felt like nothing. Drinking, 
a daily habit since 2006, increasingly 
filled the void. “I had become acutely 
aware at every waking moment of my life 
that I needed to stop. I was chronically 
depressed. My anxiety was crippling,” 
he says. “There were countless times 
where I held my cell phone in my hand 
and thought, ‘Who can I call?’ but I was 
so overwhelmed.” 


In March 2011, Tessier ’fessed up about 
his addiction to his wife of three years. “It 
was a transformative moment for me,” he 
says. “I felt incredibly liberated. I felt this 
weight lifted off of me that I had a chance 
to come clean. But unfortunately, it was 
the nail in the coffin [for our marriage].” 

That month, Tessier entered a six-week 
intensive outpatient treatment program and 
began attending 12-step meetings. Recovery, 
he learned, was an individual process, not 
a one-size-fits-all solution, and he wanted 
to work in alcohol and drug counseling. “It 
made so much sense,” Tessier says. “I’ve 
got the experience on one side of it. Why 
don’t I go to school and get the counseling 
experience?” 

After he began working as a chemical 
dependency counselor, though, his idealism 


soon faded. “The field itself is meaningful, 
but abstinence-based treatment, which is 
still a pretty popular model, is unrealistic in 
most cases,” Tessier says. “It’s a revolving 
door. There’s a lot of recidivism.” 

Tessier found that genuine, one-on-one 
relationships were more effective than sim¬ 
ply dispensing 12 steps. “What really works 
for me is having time to be human around 
somebody else and watching them come 
out of their shell,” he says. “That’s when a 
person can start having insight, when that 
block is gone.” 

He soon left the treatment field to 
become a mental health practitioner, and 
also reduced his workload to leave space 
for his music. “Part of the thing that led 
to me being upset was, ‘I’m writing music 
and it’s a personal and vulnerable state and 
nobody cares,’ so at first I didn’t want to get 
back into that whole thing,” he explains. 
But he picked up his guitar again, started 
writing songs, and played with friends and 
in cover bands. 

By May 2016, he had a number of songs 
ready to be recorded under the Timbre 
Ghost moniker. He spent a month and a 
half tracking drums and guitar in his friend 
Derek Lee Miller’s garage; bass and vocals 
were added at Tessier’s home. 

“I found myself with a concise collec¬ 
tion of songs about the classic existential 
breakdown,” he says, but wasn’t confident 
they were album-worthy. Tessier sought out 
Alan Sparhawk of Low for feedback. “He 
gave me some sound advice on recording 
vocals, and told me I had an album,” Tessier 
says. He then enlisted Neil Weir for mixing 
and Bruce Templeton for mastering. 

“He did a remarkable job recording the 
stuff himself,” Weir says of Tessier, whose 
music reminds him of Neil Young. “He has 
an ability to conceptualize the song and 
arrangement in its entirety.” 

Timbre Ghost’s reedy-voiced debut. The 
Ledger, dropped in October 2016. Then 
began the tough job of booking gigs again. 

“I’ve been really working on getting out 
andbeingmore social,” Tessier says, though 
that hasn’t been easy after such a long hia¬ 
tus.

Sleep Sex 

In the middle of 
the night, I give 
rimjobs in my sleep 

I ’m a 31-year-old gay male. I’ve been 
with my fiance for three years, and we 
are getting married in the fall. I’ve got 
a question about initiating sex in my 
sleep—I read somewhere that “sexsomnia” is 
the ''medical” term. According to my fiance, 

I have initiated or performed some kind of 
sex act in the middle of the night and then 
gone right back to sleep. The next day, I don’t 
remember anything. This freaks me out for 
a couple of reasons: My body doing things 
without my mind beingin control is concern¬ 
ing enough, but it feels kinda rapey, since I 
doubt I’m capable of hearing "no” in this 
state. My fiance doesn’t feel that way; he 
finds it sexy. The other thing—and maybe I 
shouldn’t have read so muchFreud and Jung 
in college—is that I’m worried my body is 
acting out desires that my conscious mind 
doesn’t want to acknowledge.Accordingto my 
fiance, the last time I did stujfin my sleep, I 
rimmed him and told him how muchl wanted 
to fuck him. Rimming isn’t a typical part of 
our sex life (although I’d like it to be), and my 
fiance has never bottomed for anyone (I’ve 
topped guys in prior relationships, but in 
our relationship I’ve only bottomed). Is my 
body doing things that my mind won’t admit 
it wants to do? Is there a way to prevent it 
from happening? 

SEXSOMNIAC HOPING EVENTUALLY 
EAGER TRYSTS STOP 

Sexsomnia is a real and sometimes 
troubling phenomenon, SHEETS. The 
American Academy of Sleep Medicine 
prefers the fancier, more “medical” 
sounding name: sleep related abnormal 
sexual behaviors. Dr. Michel Cramer 
Bornemann, a lead researcher at Sleep 
Forensics Associates, describes sexsomnia 
as “sleepwalking-like behaviors that have 
sexualized attributes.” And sleep-rimming 
your delighted fiance definitely counts. 

“Sexsomnia may be expressed as 
loud, obscene vocalizations from sleep 
(that are typically uncharacteristic of 
the individual while awake), prolonged 
or violent masturbation, inappropriate 
touch upon the genitals, buttocks, and 
breast of a bed partner, and initiation of 
sexual intercourse,” said Dr. Bornemann. 
“The vast majority of sleep disorders are 
not reflective of a significant underlying 
psychiatric condition.”

And there’s no need to dragpoor Sigmund 
or Carl into this, since you’re not doing 
anything in your sleep that you don’t 
desire to do wide awake. You wanna rim 
your fiance, you’ve topped other guys and 
would probably like to top this one too—so 
neither of the examples you cite qualify as 
desires your “conscious mind doesn’t want 
to acknowledge.” Like all sleep disorders, 
sexsomnia is just something that happens 
to a very small number of people, there’s 
no need to endow it with deeper meaning. 

In most cases, sexsomniacs will 
hump a pillow or jerk themselves off. 
The sexsomniacs who tend to make the 
news—the ones we hear about—are the 
“unintended criminals,” i.e., people who’ve 
sexually assaulted someone while asleep. 
Luckilyforyou, SHEETS, your fiance isokay 
with your “primal automatic behaviors.” 

But you might wanna watch Sleepwalk 
with Me, an autobiographical film by Mike 
Birbiglia, a comedian with a sleep disorder. 
Birbigliawasn’t initiatingsex inhis sleep—he 
was jumping out of windows. A danger to 
himself and others, he sought treatment 
and is no longer jumping out of windows 
in his sleep. You’re not a danger to yourself 
or others currently, SHEETS, but if you got 
a new partner or your current partner’s 
feelings about surprise, middle-of-the-night 
rimjobs were to change, you could be a 
danger. So you should chat with a doctor 
now about drugs and/or other interventions. 

“My catch-all advice is to read this book 
called The Promise of Sleep by Dr. William 
C. Dement,” said Birbiglia after I shared 
your letter with him. “He’s sort of the father 
of sleep medicine. He talks about sleep 
hygiene extensively, i.e., how to have the 
best night’s sleep possible by avoiding TV, 
eating heavily, drinking, etc., a few hours 
before bed. I know this isn’t exactly an 
answer to SHEET’S specific question, but 
getting abetter night’s sleep could probably 
help him across the board in ways that he 
doesn’t even realize."
